Contributions drive continues 


Good response to fund request 


The response has been good from AMA alumni and friends who have been asked to step 
up their contributions in support of the new AMA Alumni House and Museum, according to 
Goodloe Saunders, ‘57, President of the AMA Alumni Association. 

“We are very grateful to our loyal friends who answered the call,” said Saunders. “We now 
have more than 40 members of the President’s Council, composed of those who have 
donated or pledged at least $1,000 to the renovation of the old Roller-Robinson house. We 
know that not everyone can give $1,000, and we are quite pleased with the number of folks 
who have bought paver bricks or who have simply written checks for what they can afford.” 

Work on the house continues unabated. (story on page 17) There have been 2 unforeseen 
expenses: the county required installation of an expensive sprinkler system, and.the owners 
of AMA required the house to be separated from the Mess Hall which gave us 2 more rooms 
than were in the original plans. 

While work on the interior and exterior of the house should be completed in time for Reunion 
2000, it will be some time after that before the museum will have its exhibits ready for viewing. 
“It will be a work in progress at the time of the reunion,” says Duke Fancher, ‘58, new Chair- 
man of the Museum Committee. 

Saunders said he hopes that there will not be a slowdown in contributions. “We still need 
money and will until the house is completed and the offices and all the exhibits are complete. 
It’s a new year and a new millennium, and we want to have the house all paid for when we 
get to the reunion in May.” 

A list of current President’s Council members is on page 11. Those who have contributed 
or pledged at least $1,000 will have a pre-ribbon-cutting tour of the AMA Alumni House and 
Museum at the reunion, will attend a special reception at White Hall, are receiving periodic 
reports on the renovation, and will have special ribbons on their reunion registration badges. 

A second program which is raising money for the house is the brick paver project. Specially 
engraved bricks will be used in conjunction with the reconstruction of the walkway leading from 
the front of the Roller-Robinson House toward the front gate. AMA alumni and friends may 
purchase these bricks to honor a living person, to commemorate someone who has gone 
before, or to honor a team, teachers, roommates, and others important to their lives. An order

Colonel Roller 
informs parent 
why son must 
be in barracks 


The father of a 7" grader wrote a note 
to Colonel Charles Roller, Jr. advising 
that the young cadet’s mother would be 
visiting AMA for a weekend and would 
like to have her son stay with her to 
maximize their time together. 

The Colonel responded: 

“You request that your son spend the 
night out of barracks. The school has 
been running for 200 yeats and that has 
never been allowed. | live just 200 yards 
from the school. My son went to AMA for 
4 years and never spent a night at home 
for all of that time. 

“Sometimes, there are as many as 50 
parents here over the weekend and if | 
let one boy spend the night out of 
school, then all the others would want to 
do it also.” 

He went on to give a detailed 
schedule of the times that the cadet 
would be allowed to leave the grounds 
and advised the father that the boy's 
mother could accompany her son to 
church and to the YMCA. 

There was only one Charlie Roller! 
Though his father wasn't born until 1839, 
he often talked about the school being 
200 years old. But then, who was brave 
enough to argue with him?

He talked with Christa McAuliffe and 
Judy Resnik before their fateful

He interviewed George 
Bush at the Hotel Roanoke. 

These varied and unforgettable ex- 
periences all involve Mike Arrington, 
‘76. A Richmond native, Mike came to 
AMA in 1971. His mother had been 
taken ill and she and his grandmother, 
both teachers, decided that Mike 
needed a better education than he 
would get in the public schools. 

Mike did exceptionally well at AMA 
and was the Battalion Executive Officer 
his senior year. He commanded 
Company F in 1974-75, was editor of 
the Bayonet, and was on the Honor 
Committee. He performed in several 
drama productions which earned wide 
acclaim and in his senior year was 


elected to Ad Astra. —

enrolled at Radford University where he majored in journalism. “Jim Favors, 
‘76, was my roommate my first year at Radford,” he said. “Both of us had 
worked on The Bayonet and wanted to get involved in similar activities while 
we were going to college.” 

While still a student at Radford, Mike was News Director of the local 
commercial radio station, WRAD. Then, the university opened its own public 
station and Mike became news director there also. “There were about 25 
journalism students that | could assign to get stories and we did a pretty good 
job of covering things of importance to the Radford community.” 

When he graduated from Radford, Mike had already lined up a job at the 
NBC-TV affiliate in Roanoke, WSLS. He was there for a year during which time 
he interviewed George Bush. The future President was the former Head of the 
CIA when Mike did the interview in the Hotel Roanoke. 

Mike began to circulate his resume to other NBC stations around the country. 
WVTM in Birmingham flew him down for an interview and Mike went to work 
doing weather and covering news. “The only college course | almost flunked 
dealt with meteorology, and here | was, a weatherman!” 

Mike soon stopped doing weather and got into the news operation full time. 
On one memorable assignment, he was sent to cover President Reagan's 
speech at the University of Alabama. When the speech ended, a Secret Service 
escorted motorcade took the President back to Northport with Mike and other 
reporters following. Suddenly, the motorcade turned into a McDonald's. The 
President had decided it was time for a hamburger! Mike had his camera rolling 
as Ronald Reagan purchased what may have been his first and only Big Mac. 

One of Mike’s assignments at the TV station was America’s space program.

Mike originally wanted to follow in his father’s 
footsteps and study medicine, but Doc Savedge 
took an interest in his writing. “When Doc was 
my chemistry teacher, he must have thought he 
did the world a big favor by talking me out of 
medical school.” 


Birmingham is but a 90 minute drive from the Marshall 
Space Flight Center at Huntsville. Located inside the 
grounds of the Redstone Arsenal, Marshall is responsible 
for all the propulsion systems on all the space shuttle and 
other space flights that have taken place. 

Before Space Shuttle Challenger made its disastrous 
flight, Mike had a chance to interview the 2 women who 
would be on board, school teacher Christa McAuliffe and 
Mission Specialist Judy Resnik. As the day approached for 
Challenger to lift off, Mike lobbied his boss to let him cover 
the launch from Huntsville, but since the flight was 
considered routine, the request was denied. 

Mike instead was sent to investigate a school fire in a 
distant community where he learned from a resident in the 
town that Challenger had exploded. He rushed back to 
Huntsville, was able to interview a couple of NASA 
employees, and went on the air with the McAuliffe-Resnik 
interview. 

He must have done a very good job reporting since soon 
after he landed a job with Boeing. Boeing had a contract 
with NASA which included media relations. “! have been 
involved with every shuttle launch from the second flight to 
today either as a reporter covering the story, or as an 
advocacy journalist representing NASA,”Mike says. WANG 
eventually replaced Boeing and Mike retained his position. 

One event that stands out in Mike’s mind is the 20" 
anniversary of the Apollo 11 moon landing in 1989. He 
produced countless TV and radio spots for the 
commemoration. The anniversary passed, and Mike was 
summoned to his boss’ office. “I was trying to figure out 
what | had done wrong,” he remembers. 

Entering the office, he was shown a framed print which 


had been done by moonwalker and artist Alan Bean. It 
was signed by Bean and the Apollo 11 astronauts: Buzz 
Aldrin, Neil Armstrong and Mike Collins.

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Alumni House work moves ahead 


The winter weather notwithstanding, work is moving 
ahead on the renovation of the 1870 Roller-Robinson 
House, a remodel that will give AMA its Alumni 
House and Museum at long last. 

Jon Cesafsky, who heads the restoration project, 
finished installing a new copper roof on the house in 
late November. The cost: about $19,000 for the main 
house, but not including a 13’ X 15’ addition which 
was not in the original plans. 

The Virginia Conference of the Pentecostal 
Church, which owns the AMA buildings and grounds, 
required that the Roller-Robinson House be 
separated from the Mess Hall. This was done and 
most of the Mess Hall has since been torn down. 

“The logical place to separate the house from the 
Mess Hall gave us 2 more rooms, each 13’ X 15’, 
one over top of the other,” says Cesafsky. “We had 
to weatherize the exterior of these rooms and add a 
copper roof to that area also, a cost we didn't 
anticipate.“ Another unanticipated expense has been 
a sprinkler system which the county has required. 
The sprinkler system has been roughed in and 
Cesafsky awaits county approval to install the 
necessary high pressure water line. The house will

have city water and sewer hookups. 
Interior work has begun 

Work on the inside of the house got underway just before 
Christmas. The new electrical wiring is about 50 per cent 
complete. Duct work for a new heating system is about to 
be installed. The first floor will be heated by gas with an air 
conditioning backup. The second floor will have a heat 
pump to reutilize the warm air from the first floor. 

After the outdoor scaffolding comes down in the spring, 
the house will get a final coat of exterior paint. The floors 
will be next to the last thing done, according to Cesafsky. 

Cesafsky and his small crew have been living in Deane’s 
Castle as they continue work on the house. “That is the 
coldest place on earth,” he said. They have only small 
space heaters to keep the freezing cold away, but think it's 
worthwhile since they can work from sunup until sundown 
on the refurbishment effort. 

The house was built about 1870 by Professor Charles 
S. Roller, Sr., AMA's founder. In the house were born 
Colonel Tom Roller, Major/Colonel/General Charles 
Roller, Jr., and Maggie Belle Roller, who later married 
Colonel Warren Robinson. Mrs. Robinson lived in the 
house until her death in 1956. The building was later used 
as the AMA Library and some rooms were later dedicated 
to use by the AMA Band. 

The house is located in the geographic center of the 
AMA campus between Big Barracks and Deane's Castle 
(The Hill). During the time Mrs. Robinson lived in the 
house, she rented rooms to dates and parents for dances, 
commencement, and other Augusta events. 

It is fitting that in this house which sheltered AMA's 
founder and his offspring, our heritage will be preserved! 


Fancher heads Museum Committee 


Duke Fancher, ‘58, has accepted appointment as 
Chairman of the AMA Museum Committee. He replaces 
John Hash, ‘75, who had been the first chairman of the 
committee which will plan for the layout of and exhibits in 
the new museum. 

Many alumni have been offering real treasures to the 
museum. “We look forward to receiving those pieces,” 
Fancher said, “but we have no place to store valuables at 
this time. The contractor does not expect to have the 
house ready before at least 1 April.” 

“While some people will be bringing things to the reunion 
for the museum, we will be just starting designing and 
installing displays at the time of the reunion.” There is no 
place now to safeguard the treasures being offered, but 
Fancher hopes that those who have things to donate will 
write him at P.O. Box 101, Fort Defiance, VA 24437.

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Three AMA men die in Battle of Normandy 


Visit to Normandy Cemetery rekindles 
gratitude to Americans buried there

The day was overcast with 
intermittent rain. Much the way it was 
on 6 June 1944 when American boys 
streamed ashore at Omaha and Utah 
Beaches on the Normandy coast of 
France in the initial effort to dislodge 
the Nazis from their control of Europe. 

On that day and the 5 days immedi- 
ately following, 326,000 American, 
British and Canadian troops, with 
units of French, Polish and other 
nationalities, opened what turned out 
to be an 11 month campaign to 
restore freedom to the countries of 
Europe overrun by German armies. 
On D-Day and the days following, the 
Battle of Normandy cost 23,000 
American lives, including the lives of 
3 Augusta men. Two of these heroes 
are buried in the U.S. Military 
Cemetery at Normandy which over- 
looks Omaha Beach (and which was 
the scene for the opening and closing 
shots in Saving Private Ryan) 


At Omaha Beach stands the 1“ Division 
monument to Americans killed on D-Day. 
At the top of the list on the column is the 
name of LTC John Hubert Mathews, ‘26, 
highest ranking officer in the Division to 
die on D-Day.

| visited the cemetery at Nor- 
mandy in October and easily found 
the graves of the 2 AMA alumni, 
discovering that one was the 
highest ranking officer in his 
division to perish in the 
invasion. 

LTC John Hubert 
Mathews, ‘27, was 
regimental executive officer 
of the 16” Infantry Regiment, 
1* Infantry Division and went 
ashore on D-Day to establish 
a forward command post for 
the division. He was the first 
person out of his landing 
craft and, to use the words 
of the War Department 
document describing his 
death, “drew the full effect of 
a German machine gun...” 
Colonel Mathews died at the 
water's edge and received 
the Distinguished Service 
Cross posthumously for his 
heroism. He already had 
received the Silver Star for 
bravery in Sicily. While he 
was the highest ranking

The Minutemen or Virginia Militia was organized in 1942- 
43 to guard the most important places in Virginia - 
railroads, highways, the seacoast, rivers and bridges during 
World War II. Troop 8 was the largest company in Virginia 
and was composed of the finest doctors, lawyers, business- 
men, farmers and gentlemen in Augusta County. 

The Minutemen met regularly for training. Major Charles 
S. Roller, Jr., principal of Augusta Military Academy was 
captain of the troop. R. E. Christian, a sergeant in World 
War |, was 1* lieutenant. 

The Minutemen wore uniforms, the officers carried pistols 
and the privates rifles or shotguns. They were subject to 12 
hour activation notice from state headquarters in Richmond. 
They were not to discuss what they were doing or what 
they were about to do. 

On one occasion, Troop 8 was called upon to guard both 
ends of the tunnel going through the Blue Ridge Mountains 
on the C&O Railroad between Waynesboro and Charlottes- 
ville. Major Roller recalls, “One night we were meeting at 
the AMA camp building on the river. About 7 o’clock came 
word that suspicious characters had been seen going up 
the hill. | had 75 men patrol to the top of the hill and we 
found only an abandoned car... Another time, we guarded 
a bridge over North River for 24 hours.” 

Major Roller said he never heard the men gripe. “There 
were many instances when Troop 8 was of great value to 
Augusta County, Virginia and the United States,” said 
Roller. “The Troop voted after Japan surrendered in August 
of 1945 that they never wanted to be mustered out, so 
Troop 8 is the only company in Virginia that still exists 
today.” That's the story from 5 March 1960...

AMA Scholarship winner writes 
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Pearl Harbor examined through young eyes 


Bill Click, son of Edwin Click, ‘50, and 
Sue, earned one of the 1999 AMA 
Legacy Scholarship awards. Other 
alumni brought to our attention the 
paper Bill did on the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbor. We publish it 
herewith.

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On December 7, 1941, an event took 
place in the middle of the Pacific Ocean 
that changed the face of the world: Pearl 
Harbor. The sneak attack by the 
Japanese naval air forces against the 
United States’ Pacific Fleet forced a 
dramatic reversal in the American policy 
of isolationism, which led the United 
States to world superpower status. It was 
one of the events in history that most 
influenced the freedoms that we, as 
Americans, hold to be most important. 

In the 1930's, Japanese military 
domination expanded across Asia. After 
invading Manchuria in 1931, the 
Japanese army pressed into the rest of 
China in 1937. Throughout the decade, 
the United States had been selling scrap metal and petroleum 
to the Japanese, which they in turn used to build and power 
new ships. The Great Depression forced the United States to 
sell to anyone to earn money. In response to the invasion of 
China, the United States stopped these exports and 
demanded that the Japanese stop their attacks and withdraw. 
The United States and Japan subsequently attempted to 
resolve their differences. Unknown to the United States, 
Japan had already decided on war. The Japanese 
increasingly saw the United States as the only country that 
could conceivably stop their conquests; they saw the Pacific 
Fleet as the real obstacle. The Japanese reasoned that the 
destruction of the United States’ Pacific Fleet would render 
the United States incapable of intervening in Japan’s military 
expansions. 

Since the First World War ended in 1918, the United States 
had withdrawn into an isolationist state. As Hitler took over 
most of Europe, Great Britain and the USSR became his only 
real opponents. Few Americans considered the United States 
at risk, isolated as it was by two vast oceans. The United 
States’ foreign policy was to let the Europeans fight if they 
must, but they would have to fight without the United States. 
Due to the fact that the United States was safely on the other 
side of the ocean, few Americans thought that they were at 
tisk of military action by Germany or Japan or that their 
freedoms were in jeopardy. 

In the 1930s, the United States was essentially a neutral 
arms dealer. It was willing to sell to both sides, so long as the 
buyers paid for whatever they bought. Britain was the only 
real buyer that the United States had. In 1940, Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill advised President Roosevelt that his nation

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was running out of cash. As a result, the Lend-Lease Act was 
passed in March 1941. Through this act, American supplies 
amounting to over $49 billion were sent mainly to Great 
Britain and the Soviet Union, and, by war's end, to a total of 
40 countries. 

Secretly, however, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, President of 
the United States, wanted to support Great Britain in the war. 
Of the two warring sides, a majority of Americans also 
supported Britain over Hitler. To get the American Congress 
to support a more active American role in the war, Roosevelt 
knew that he needed a case of direct military provocation 
against the United States. 

In the months before Pearl Harbor, American intelligence 
had cracked the Japanese diplomatic code, called “Purple.” 
The Japanese sent a 14-part message that forecast the attack 
on Pearl Harbor to the Japanese Ambassador in Washington 
in the weeks before the attack. The 14” message read, 
“Being delivered at 1 PM on Sunday” - 1 PM in Washington 
is 7 AM at Pearl Harbor, which is approximately when the 
Japanese began their attack. Roosevelt called General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the Army, and told him 
of the content of the messages. Marshall quickly dispatched 
a warning via Western Union to Pearl Harbor. The messenger 
who was taking the warning to the commander was so 
delayed by the combat that he delivered the warning after the 
attack was over. 

The breakdown of military command forced subordinate 
individual soldiers to act on their own without formal orders. 
Even though incredible losses were sustained at Pearl 
Harbor, there were many examples of heroism by the Navy 
sailors. The Japanese attacked on a Sunday morning, just a 


normal Sunday morning in Pearl Harbor. The awnings were up 
‘on the decks of the battleships so that religious services could 
be held. When the attack came, many people were still asleep 
or eating breakfast. 

One example of such heroism concerns the USS Nevada. 
The captain of the ship was ashore when the attack began. A 
lieutenant saw the damage being inflicted and thought that the 
ship could be spared if he made a run for the open sea. He got 
the ship underway, but it was hit several times as he 
maneuvered toward the harbor entrance. When the ship began 
to sink, the lieutenant made the decision to beach the ship so 
that it didn’t sink and block the harbor entrance. 

| interviewed Lieutenant Commander Keith Hart, a survivor 
of Pearl Harbor and a 28 year veteran of the United States 
Navy. Hart was on shore at the time of the attack. Just before 
8 AM, he heard loud noises and yelling outside; he went out 
and observed planes flying 100 feet overhead. The planes 
were so close that Hart could see the wooden fins on the 
torpedoes; wooden fins so the torpedoes stayed closer to the 
surface and did not get stuck in the mud of the harbor. The 
road in front of his office building was perpendicular to the row 
of battleships, and the Japanese pilots were using the road to 
line up for their torpedo runs. Hart recalls that he could see the 
Japanese pilots, looking down from the cockpits of their planes 
at the people on the ground. 

After Hart realized that Pearl Harbor was under a general 
attack, he thought of the ways that he could help out the most. 
He had a Chevrolet station wagon for his use, and it had a 
removable back seat to make room for more cargo. Hart and 
a companion took out the back seat and raced down to the 10- 
140 Dock of the harbor. They were shocked at the smoke and 
destruction that laid before them. The smell of oil, either 
floating on the water or in the process of burning, filled the air. 
Hart and his companion began to collect the injured, place 
them in their makeshift ambulance, and race to the hospital. 
The small base hospital was so crowded that the injured were 
placed on the lawn under the shade of the trees. There were 
not many doctors that were available on the base, so a general 
call was made to all available doctors in Honolulu to assist with 
the wounded; the ironic thing is that many of these doctors 
were Japanese. 

Hart and many others did all they could for the injured. Hart 
left the Chevrolet station wagon with the maintenance 
personnel later that day so that all the blood could be cleaned 
out, since he also shared the car with his boss. The next 
morning, Hart's boss went out to use the car. He came back 
with a puzzled expression and asked Hart what he had hit with 
the car. On the right side of the car top, there were many 
scratches, and also several different pigments. Upon closer 
examination, Hart realized that the pigments were left by tracer 
bullets, which are used for training purposes. The American 
gunners were so surprised by the attack that they did not have 
enough time to change ammunition. 

Pearl Harbor witnessed an incredible series of coincidences 
favorable to the Japanese. There was a set of planes to patrol 
the area around the island of Oahu, and each plane was 
supposed to patrol a section of the scanned circle. The plane 
that patrolled the area that the Japanese came through that 
morning was malfunctioning; the decision was made to do 
without a plane instead of using a different one. At Opana 
Point, a new radar installation had just been built, since radar 
was a new invention at the time. On that Sunday morning, the 
radar technician saw hundreds of incoming planes suddenly 


appear on the screen. A group of 12 B-17s was due in from the 
mainland, and the commander told the technician to ignore the 
screen, even though there were obviously many more than 12 
planes. He ordered the technician to go to breakfast and forget 
about it. 

After the attack, the United States was very hesitant to reveal 
the extent of the damage caused, and especially reluctant to 
have that data revealed to the Japanese. Roosevelt 
immediately called for action by the American Congress, which 
declared war on Japan on December 8 with only one dissenting 
vote. Japan and Germany declared war on the United States 
on December 8. This was actually beneficial for Roosevelt 
because he wouldn't offend German immigrants by declaring 
war on Germany first. 

This “day that will live in infamy,” as President Roosevelt 
termed it, unified the American public and swept away any 
earlier support for neutrality. The fact that some other country 
had attempted to test the strength of the American military on 
our home shores was a tremendous shock to millions of 
people. Because of the newly increased war effort, millions of 
Americans, mostly men, enlisted in the armed forces, The void 
in the factories caused by millions of men leaving was filled 
with women, which caused a major revolution in the traditional 
social roles that women played. The economic turmoil and 
hardships of the 1930s were quickly put behind as industrial 
plants roared back to life and began producing all kinds of 
military equipment from machine guns to tanks. 

Like several other important events in history, Pearl Harbor 
became a motive and a reason to fight. In the 1830s, 
“Remember the Alamo” helped provide morale for the Texan 
soldiers in the war with Mexico to gain Texas’ independence. 
In the 1890s, “Remember the Maine” became the unifying 
slogan that persuaded the American people that war with Spain 
was necessary. “Remember Pearl Harbor” became the war cry 
of the 1940s, reminding the American people that violent acts 
of aggression against the United States would not be tolerated. 

On December 7, 1998, a local radio station posed its 
question of the day: “What is the most important day in 
American history?” As is customary, many people called in to 
express their opinions. Many agreed that Pearl Harbor was the 
most important. Some people thought that other days were 
more important. When the announcer pressed the caller for the 
exact date of the event they thought was most important, the 
vast majority could not say for certain. One man, for example, 
called in and said the assassination of President Kennedy was 
the most important; when asked for the exact date of the 
assassination, he said it happened in November of either 1963 
or 1964, but he was not sure. It is notable than, when asked, 
almost everyone knew that Pearl Harbor happened on a 
Sunday, December 7, 1941. 

On August 23, 1994, President Clinton signed a joint 
resolution of Congress declaring December 7 National Pearl 
Harbor Remembrance Day. This resolution urges Americans to 
observe the day with appropriate activities and celebrations, 
and also directs them to fly the flag at half-mast. Hart, a past 
chairman of the Virginia Pearl Harbor Veterans Association, 
feels that many people forget about Pearl Harbor. Given the 
importance of Pearl Harbor militarily, politically and historically, 
it is shocking that people can forget about it. If the United 
States hadn't entered the war, the entire free world would have 
been endangered by fascism. But one sneak attack on a small 
island in the middle of the Pacific Ocean changed the course 
of history forever. * * * * *

The game was being played on the 
Staunton campus. 

The late Nick Forkovich, ‘41, had 
just scored for Augusta when some- 
one fired a salute cannon practically 
in his face. Both Cadet Corps charged 
onto the field. Chris Harrison, ‘43, 
recalled that “even the OD’s from the 
2 schools were fighting with their 
sabers, though not seriously | think ." 

Maggie Belle Roller Robinson, the 
wife of Colonel Robinson and Gene- 
ral Roller's sister, somehow came 
upon a broken chair and was charg- 
ing across the football field “to commit 
mayhem, but she was restrained by 
Major Creel,” Harrison says. 

The Big Boy was in the center of it 
all. He was arguing that SMA should 
forfeit the game for unsportsmanlike 
conduct. There was lots of pushing and 
shoving, and a few blows were landed. 
A few years later, athletic competition 
between AMA and SMA was sus- 
pended for a number of years

Experience tells us that unless there 
is a concerted effort to educate people, 
even in our own families, the heritage 
of an institution will erode and become 
meaningless. 

A recent national survey revealed 
that only 9% of high school seniors 
knew that Springfield, IL was Abraham 
Lincoln's hometown, while 76% knew 
that Springfield is where TV character 
Bart Simpson lives. 63% could not 
name the 3 branches of government, 
and only 31% knew that the first 10 
amendments to the Constitution are 
known as the Bill of Rights. 

On the other hand, 91% named the 
male star of the movie Titanic (but only 
17% knew the decade in which the ship 
sank), while 95% knew who starred in 
the TV show Fresh Prince of Bel Air, 
but just 2% could name the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. 

A sad commentary on what our kids 
are not learning in school today. You 
know that they would have had a better 
foundation had they the opportunity to 
attend Augusta Military Academy! 

We don’t want AMA's history to be 
forgotten or trivialized. Don’t you want 
your children to associate the name 
Hoover with the unique individual who 
taught and coached at AMA all those 
years, or would you prefer that they 
think of a vacuum cleaner when they 
hear that name?

Colonel Parkins, ‘35, locates AMA 
graves in Stone Church Cemetery 


Colonel Will Parkins, ‘35, has completed a comprehensive survey of the 
Augusta Stone Presbyterian Church Cemetery locating the graves of those 
associated with AMA from the school's founder to cadets who attended 


Augusta many years later. 

The project took some time to 
complete. Starting with survey work 
done by David Click, son of Edwin 
Click, ‘50, as a Boy Scout project, 
Parkins and former AMA faculty 
member Buddy Saunders went 
through the cemetery records and 
matched them with their knowledge 
of people connected with Augusta. 

A map of the cemetery with AMA 
graves noted will be available at 
Founders Day ceremonies during 
Reunion 2000. The Secretary of the 
Church will also have a map for any 
alumni who visit the cemetery 
before Reunion 2000.

Colonel Parkins is former 
Superintendent of the cemetery. 
One of AMA's earliest graduates 
and Will Parkins’ uncle is buried 
there. Nathan Parkins, Class of 
1883, was a longtime Augusta 
faculty member who was noted for 
never having worn a uniform. 

AMA alumni purchased and 
erected Professor Roller’s obelisk 
that stands near the center of the 
graveyard, Near it are buried 
Colonel Tom Roller and his wife; 
Major General Charles Roller, Jr. 
and his wife; Charles Roller, Ill, 
‘27, the general's son killed in an 
automobile crash in 1938; and the 
general's great-grandson Taylor 
Livick, ‘81, son of Colonel Mal and 
Linda Livick, who died suddenly 
during a softball game in 1994. 

Parkins’ map locates those burial 
plots as well as those of faculty 
members Colonel Herbert Deane, 
Colonel Cyrus McCue, Major John 
David Kramer, Colonel Warren 
Robinson, and others. 

AMA alumni buried there include 
Les Fifer, ‘48; Herb Hulvey, ‘24 
(who ran The Fort); and Colonel 


Sam Wales, ‘38, who was also 
Commandant of Cadets. 

We are grateful to Colonel 
Parkins, Buddy Saunders and David 
Click for having compiled this 
interesting and useful information. 

The original 1700's Augusta Stone 
Church Cemetery is on the east side 
of Route 11, entered from a drive- 
way north of AMA's main gate. That 
cemetery has the grave of the 
Reverend John Craig, the church's 
first minister who came to Augusta 
County in 1740.
